Appropriations  should  be  charged  with  money  as  spent 
(not  after)  and  kept  within  theii'  allotted  amounts. 

Town  bills  or  orders  should  not  be  ti'ansferable  but 
promptly  paid  at  regular  and  well  known  ti::ies  after 
being  charged  to  proper  account. 

The  duties  and  services  of  the  auditor  could  well  be 
enlarged  to  the  good  of  both  Town  and  its  officers. 

We  need  more  method  in  our  business.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Windliam  : 

The  general  difficulty  in  "getting  things  done",  has 
curtailed  a  nvimber  of  our  school  improvements. 

Painting  at  the  Arlington  School  was  only  started  but 
will  be  completed  in  the  early  spring. 

The  heater  was  installed  at  the  J.  A.  Andrew  School 
at  a  contract  cost  of  $390 — and  miscellaneous  expense  of 
carpentry  and  mason  work.  This  well  cares  for  the  two. 
upper  rooms.  It  is  expected  to  continue  the  improve- 
ments, and  place  this  school  in  first  class  condition.  This 
will  include  painting,  shingling  and  toilets  completed 
and  also  ''bubblers"  drinking  cups  for  each  room. 

At  Newhall  it  is  hoped  to  add  to  the  rear  ample  room 
for  wood  storage  and  new  toilets  with  entrances  from 
school  room.  Land  for  this  can  be  had  at  practically  no 
cost. 

Many  of  our  schools  are  in  need  of  modern  desks  of 
proper  size  and  tops  which  are  free  from  the  marks  and 
scars  of  many  years  use.    Present  prices  are  prohibitive. 

The  union  of  two  or  three  of  our  Central  Schools  into 
a  two  room  school  is  strongly  favored  by  your  committee. 
The  doubling  of  the  efficiency  of  the  teacher  should  not 
be  overlooked.  The  closeness  of  our  present  buildirrgs 
make  the  idea  practical  as  well. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  reopen  the  Hill  School  ow- 
ing to  recent  changes  there  which  make  it  seem  best. 

Your  board  feels  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Varney  again  iSupterintendent   of  our  Union  District.

We  feel  it  would  be  hard  to  secure  a  more  faithful  work- 
er or  one  standing  higher  as  a  rural  superintendent.  We 
trust  you  may  bear  in  mind  the  extent  of  his  work  and 
also  the  bounds  of  the  union. 

We  again  solicit  your  co-operation  and  especially  com- 
munity effort.  In  this  way  yau  can  do  much  for  your 
schools  and  school  buildings.  Newhall  is  doing  excell- 
ently in  this  respect.  Give  your  committee  and  superin- 
tendent the  benefit  of  your  constructive  criticism.  Be 
careful  of  the  destructive  kind,  please.

SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Windham  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  your 
schools. 

TEACHERS 

We  found  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  standard  of  teach- 
ers which  we  wished  at  the  salaries  which  we  could  pay. 
Our  teachers  have  for  the  most  part  worked  hard  and 
have  given  us  a  successful  school  year.  It  is  a  sad  fact 
that  so  few  of  our  rural  teachers  will  remain  in  a  school 
more  than  a  single  year.  This  is  a  big  drawback  to  the 
rural  school  pupils.  It  takes  at  least  a  term  before  teach- 
er and  pupils  are  able  to  do  their  best  work.  With  the 
exception  of  two  local  teachers  but  one  of  our  rural 
teachers  has  remained  for  the  last  two  years  in  the  same 
school. 

BOOKS 

We  have  introduced  the  new  language  book  which  I 
recommended  in  my  last  report.  As  yet  this  book  is  in 
the  third  and  fourth  grades  only  bu^t  will  be  gradually 
put  into  the  other  grades  as  our  present  books  have  to 
be  replaced.  The  new  reference  books  at  the  two  gram- 
mar schools  are  very  helpful  and  the  pupils  like  to  use 
them. 
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GRADING 

We  have  now  changed  to  the  eight  grade  system. 
Some  of  the  parents  did  not  understand  the  change  but 
seemed  to  think  that  we  would  simply  unite  the  eighth 
and  ninth  grades  and  send  them  to  High  School.  This 
would  have  lowered  our  standard  and  also  been  an  injury 
to  our  pupils,  for  altho  the  name  of  the  grade  remain  the 
same  the  eighth  grade  still  had  one  more  year  of  elemen- 
tary work  to  complete  before  entering  high  school.  The 
lower  grades  are  the  ones  which  we  are  able  to  advance 
most  while  with  few  exceptions  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  will  need  to  remain  in  school  as  long 
as  under  the  old  grading.  The  majority  of  the  first  three 
grades  will  be  able  to  complete  their  common  school  work 
in  eight  years  from  the  time  they  first  entered  school  and 
some  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  will  also  do  so. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  standard  of  our 
grades  is  as  high  as  that  of  the  larger  places.  Pupils  who 
have  goire  from  our  schools  have  had  no  difficidty  in  main- 
taining their  grades  in  their  new  schools,  and  pupils  who 
have  come  to  us  from  other  places  have  irot  been  irr  ad- 
vance of  our  grades. 

OUR  SCHOOL  BUDGET  FOR  1921-22 

We  feel  that  the  tax  payer  should  know  what  we  plan 
to  do  with  the  money  we  recommend  for  schools,  there- 
fore I  am  writing  a  little  explanation. 

Teacher^'  wages: — At  the  last  March  meeting  we  had 
a  balance  of  $600.00  on  hand  while  this  year  we  have  a 
small  over  draft.  The  amount  asked  for  teachers  and 
transportation  does  not  allow  for  increases  in  teachers' 
wages,  but  carries  the  same  salary  schedule  as  this  year. 
This  means  that  we  may  be  obliged  to  hire  more  inex- 
perienced teachers.  With  less  than  asked  for,  we  cer- 
tainly would  be  obliged  to  employ  many  untrained,  inex- 
perienced, young  teachers. 
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In  order  to  find  how  the  wages  paid  in  Windham  com- 
pare with  those  in  other  towns,  I  sent  a  questionnaire  to 
21  superintendents  of  similar  districts  to  ours.  I  have 
tabulated  their  figures  and  made  a  summary.  I  find  that 
Windham  pays  a  salary  slightly  beloAV  the  average  for 
these  towns.  I  also  find  that  the  amount  which  AVindham 
raises  per  pupil  is  less  than  in  most  towns.  The  amounts 
raised  per  pupil  on  the  census  list  of  the  three  towns 
in  this  district  are  as  follows :  Windham,  $11.09 ;  Gray, 
$14.23;  New  Gloucester,  $15.87.  I  will  also  give  you  the 
figures  showing  what  three  towns  of  approximately  the 
same  valuation  as  Windham  raises  per  pupil,  Gorham, 
$16.17;  Freeport,  $16.10;  Farmington,  $16.49;  also  the 
figures  of  three  of  the  smallest  towns  in  Cumberland 
County,  Casco,  $20.60 ;  Otisfield,  $22.72 ;  Eaymond,  $17.00. 
You  will  note  that  in  all  of  these  eases  Windham  is  some- 
what below  the  others.  Our  rate  of  taxation  is  also  much 
lower  than  the  average. 

Fuel: — Our  fuel  will  cost  us  more  for  the  next  year 
because  every  school  needs  a  supply  while  last  spring  we 
had  a  year's  supply  at  the  Arlington,  the  Kennard,  and 
the  Friends  Schools. 

Kepairs  : — The  amount  asked  for  is  necessary  in  order, 
to  complete  the  work  begun  at  the  J.  A.  Andrew,  build  a 
much  needed  shed  and  toilets  at  Newhall,  paint  the  Ar- 
lington, and  do  other  necessary  repairs  and  cleaning, 

CONSOLIDATION 

Windham  has  proved  the  advantage  of  good  trans- 
portation teams.  The  schools  to  which  pupils  have  been 
transported  have  had  better  attendance  than  those  to 
which  the  pupils  have  all  walked. 

If  we  had  a  central  building  to  take  care  of  several  of 
our  rural  schools,  it  would  give  much  better  advantages 
to  those  pupils.  A  fair  sized  rural  school  with  not  more 
than  five  grades  can  be  made  a  good  school  but  the  very 
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small  school  or  the  very  large  one  with  from  six  to  eight 
grades  cannot  give  the  opportunities  which  are  due  all 
pupils. 

It  is  often  advantageous  to  combine  two  or  more  rural 
schools  under  one  teacher,  but  it  is  poor  economy  to  over- 
crowd any  rural  school.  It  is  better  to  run  two  schools 
even  at  greater  cost. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

From  the  21  districts  which  T  quoted  in  regard  to 
common  schools,  I  also  quote  in  regard  to  high  schools. 
Our  principal's  salary  is  a  little  lower  than  the  average 
of  those  schools,  while  ouv  assistants'  salaries  are  from 
$100.00  to  $200.00  below  the  corresponding  assistants  in 
the  other  schools.  In  the  schools  reported,  30%  of  assist- 
ants were  not  college  graduates  and  20%  had  no  previous 
'experience.  The  average  salaries  of  the  assistants  in  the 
two-teacher  schools  were  higher  than  ours. 

Another  very  noticeable  fact  was  that  the  amounts 
raised  by  the  towns,  wliose  valuation  was  approximately 
the  same  as  Windham's,  was  in  every  case  considerably 
more.  Some  towns  of  half  the  valuation  raised  the  same 
amount  as  Windliam.    AVhy  should  this  be? 

For  a  more  account  of  our  high  school,  I  refer  you  to 
the  report  of  Principal  C.  L.  Stephenson. 

CONCLUSION 

We  cannot  have  the  most  efficient  work  in  our  schools 
unless  we  have  the  co-operation  of  all  the  citizens.  Par- 
ents and  others  who  talk  disparagingly  of  our  schools  or 
of  our  teachers  are  doiirg  their  utmost  to  injure  our 
school  system  and  our  pupils.  This  talk  is  often  thought- 
less but  none  the  less  destructive.  A  two-cent  stamp  will 
carry  a  message  to  one  of  the  school  officials.  The  tel- 
ephone and  the  post  card  are  not  good  instruments  to  use 
in  carrying  complaints. 
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I  am  glad  to  say  that  a  very  large  part  of  the  town's 
people  have  stood  squarely  with  us  in  our  efforts  to  make 
our  schools  better.  To  these  citizens  and  to  the  Superin- 
tending School  Committee,  I  wish  to  express  my  sinceie 
thanks.

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REPORT  OF 
PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  Sjipt.  ('has.  E.  Va)')icif  and  Mnnhcrs  of  fhr  School 
Committee  : 

The  following  report  is  lierqby  respectfully  siibiiiitted. 

THE  FACULTY  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  fall  term  of  1920  began  with  new  teachers  in  the 
departments  of  Mathematics,  History,  and  Home  Econom- 
ics. Miss  Baker  teaching  Mathematics,  Miss  Irish.  His- 
tory and  French,  and  Miss  Bishop,  Home  Economics. 
Miss  Bishop  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term  becanse 
of  sickness  at  liome.  Miss  Bnrrows  was  engaged  to  take 
her  place.  We  were  fortnnate  in  retaining  Miss  Clark  as 
assistant  principal  and  instrnctor  in  English  and  Latin. 
The  principal  is  teaching  Chemistry  and  Agricultnie.  All 
teachers  are  instructing  six  periods  a  day. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  school  year  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  fifty- 
two.  This  has  dropped  to  forty-nine  owing  to  families 
moving  out  of  town.  Only  one  pupil  of  those  who  have 
left  school  is  living  in  town.  The  attendance  averaged 
47.67  for  the  fall  term.  The  number  of  instances  of 
tardiness  is  much  less  than  last  year. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  earnest  endeavor  is  being  made  to  have  the  schol- 
astic standing  even  higher  than  that  of  last  year  by  re- 
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quiring  all  pupils  who  do  not  maintain  a  rank  of  80  or 
higher  to  remain  for  a  supervised  study  period. 

An  Honor  List  is  posted  each  week  of  all  pupils  who 
maintain  this  high  average  in  all  studies.  These  pupils 
are  not  required  to  remain  for  the  supervised  study 
but  may  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  for  help  if 
they  wish. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  school  has  received  a  number  of  new  volumes  for 
the  school  library.  Miss  Baker  has  been  appointed  libra- 
rian and  the  books  are  being  catalogued.  Each  pupil 
will  have  a  library  card  in  order  that  proper  record  may 
be  kept  of  the  books.  There  is  at  school  a  very  excellent 
set  of  reference  books  in  all  branches  of  Agriculture, 
which  is  available  for  use  of  the  farmers  during  vacations. 

There  is  a  very  urgent  need  of  many  new  text  books. 

As  much  of  the  present  equipment  for  the  physical 
laboratory  is  unusable  it  is  recommended  that  at  least 
$115.00  be  set  aside  for  this  equipment. 

REPAIRS 

There  is  an  urgent  need  of  repairs  throughout  the 
building.  No  repairs  were  made  last  year,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  general  wear  of  the  building,  lightning  and 
heavy  rains  have  done  considerable  damage.  The  chem- 
istry laboratory  and  the  toilets  are  very  much  in  need  of 
immediate  attention.  If  farm  shop  work  is  to  be  insisted 
upon  by  the  state  department  a  shop  should  be  provided 
outside  of  the  school  building  for  this  purpose  in  order 
that  the  course  be  made  practical. 

SOCIAL  AFFAIRS 

There  has  been  an  earnest  endeavor  to  make  the  social 
affairs  of  the  school  worthy  of  the  best  efforts  of  the 
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school.  There  liave  been  few  but  these  have  all  been  suc- 
cessful. A  stage  was  erected  for  the  production  of  the 
Senior  play,  ''The  Private  Tutor,"  the  entire  expense 
being"  borne  by  the  senior  class  and  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Varney  with  the  exception  of  several  hours  labor. 

There  is  a  very  urgent  need  that  proper  facilities  be 
provided  for  entertainments  at  the  high  school. 

ATHLETICS 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  securing  proper  facilities  for 
carrying  on  athletics  the  school  is  struggling  under  averse 
conditions  in  athletics.  However,  we  liave  two  basket- 
ball teams  that  are  a  credit  to  the  school  and  we  are  doing 
the  best  we  can  under  existing  conditions  to  give  the  boys 
'and  girls  their  chance  to  participate  in  athletics.  It  is 
respectfully  suggested  that  some  action  be  taken  to  pro- 
vide suitable  facilities  for  conducting  athletics  so  that  it 
will  not  be  necessary  for  the  high  school  contests  to  be 
held  in  another  town. 

THE  VOCATIONAL  COURSES 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  department  of  Home 
Economics.  A  new  wood  stove  and  an  oil  stove  is  greatly 
needed  to  properly  carry  on  the  course  of  instruction  in 
this  department. 

Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  in 


Agriculture  :

These  figures  are  not  absolutely  accurate  owing  to 
some  data  which  was  lacking  for  one  project  on  some  of 
the  income. 
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Number  of  visits  made  by  the  instructor  from 

Jan.  1,  1920  to  Jan.  1,  1921,  383 
Number  of  miles  travelled,  2,681 

Besides  conducting  the  regular  course  of  instruction 
a  course  of  sixteen  lectures  was  given  last  winter  over  a 
period  of  twenty  weeks.  A  similar  course  is  being  given 
this  winter  and  the  services  of  at  least  five  experts  from 
the  University  of  Maine  have  been  secured  at  no  expense 
to  the  school  to  aid  the  instructor  in  carrying  out  this 
work. 

The  class  in  Agriculture  numbers  twelve  pupils,  who 
are  carrying  on  thirteen  projects  in  poultry,  orcharding, 
farm  accounts  and  swine.  The  Home  Economics  classes 
have  thirteen  members. 

CO-OPERATION 

I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent  of  school,  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board  and  all  of  my  assistants  for  their 
co-operation  in  school  affairs.  I  also  welcome  this  oppor- 
tunity to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  pupils  of  the  school 
and  their  parents  for  their  excellent  co-operation  in  build- 
ing up  school  spirit.

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REPORT    OF    THE  SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Windham: 

The  Superintending  School  Committee  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  repairs  on  our  sehoolhouses  the  past  year  have 
been  more  extensive  than  usual  for  the  reason  that  the 
high  cost  of  labor  and  material. and  the  scarcity  of  help 
for  the  past  few  years  much  of  the  repair  work  has  been 
put  over  from  year  to  year.  This  year  the  school  board 
decided  some  permanent  work  should  be  done.  The  job 
of  installing  toilets  at  the  J.  A.  Andrew  school  building, 
which  w^as  begun  three  years  ago,  has  been  finished  at 
quite  an  expense,  but  we  feel  the  money  has  been  well 
expended ;  for  no  school  can  do  its  best  without  proper 
equipment  and  surroundings. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  State,  new 
toilets  and  wood-room  have  been  installed  at  Newhall, 
with  direct  entrances  from  the  school-room. 

Also  at  the  Friends  schoolhouse  the  old  floor  has  been 
entirely  replaced  by  a  new  one  and  proper  drainage  from 
the  basement  installed. 

We  shall  be  obliged  to  make  extensive  repairs  on  each 
of  the  other  sehoolhouses  in  the  near  future  to  comply 
with  the  ncAv  State  laws,  (as  given  in  the  Superintendent's 
report),  unless  we  combine  more,  a  move  that  is  highly 
recommended  by  the  school  board.  There  is  no  reason 
why  our  schools  should  not  compare  favorably  with  the 
city  if  they  are  brought  together  as  much  as  is  feasible 
for  a  town  of  this  size.  If  such  a  project  should  be  car- 
ried out  a  four  roomed  building  should  be  erected  at 
Windham  Centre  to  accommodate  the  Grammar,  Inter- 
mediate and  Primai-y  grades  of  that  section. 
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Our  rural  schools  need  the  most  efficient  teachers,  but 
that  class  of  teachers  will  not  consider  them  for  a  moment 
and  the  result  is  detrimental  to  the  schools  and  very  un- 
satisfactory to  the  parents. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  a  number  of 
changes  were  made  in  the  high  school  faculty  that  have 
proved  very  satisfactory.  The  domestic  science  and  agri- 
cultural departments  are  doing  excellent  work  and  are  de- 
serving the  hearty  support  of  every  voter  that  the  in- 
fluence of  these  departments  may  be  felt  throughout  the 
town. 

Let  us  awake  to  the  thought  that  the  very  best  for  the 
child  is  none  too  good ;  therefore  we  should  co-operate  in 
making  our  schools  what  they  should  be. 

With  these  thoughts  in  view  the  school  board  make  the 
following  recommendations  for  appropriations:

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SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Windham  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of  your 
schools. 

TEACHERS 

We  have  never  found  it  so  difficult  to  secure  teachers  with 
experience  and  training  for  the  salaries  which  we  could 
pay  in  Windham  as  we  did  this  year.  Windham  is  fortu- 
nate in  that  several  of  the  teachers  live  in  town  and  prefer 
to  teach  here  rather  than  go  away.  If  it  were  not  for  this, 
fact,  most  of  our  schools  would  be  filled  with  untrained^ 
inexperienced  teachers.  There  are  girls  just  out  of  high 
school  in  this  district  who  were  offered  $18.00  per  week 
to  teach  in  rural  schools  in  nearby  towns. 

HELPING  TEACHER 

Three  years  ago,  Dr.  Thomas  instituted  his  Teachers'" 
.  Plattsburg  at  Castine  to  train  rural  school  teachers.  The 
plan  is  to  take  about  one  hundred  girls  for  six  weeks  each, 
summer  and  train  them  especially  for  the  country  schools. 
Knowing  that  the  cities  and  large  towns  would  be  glad  to^ 
pa}^  these  teachers  much  more  than  the  rural  districts,  Dr.. 
Thomas  gives  these  teachers  a  25%  bonus  to  work  in 
rural  towns. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  one  of  these  special  teach- 
ers for  the  Friends  District,  our  largest  rural  school. 
I\Iiss  Fuller  has  done  very  good  work  in  spite  of  the  many 
classes  and  other  disadvantages.  The  other  teachers  in 
town  have  visited  her  and  have  received  much  help  and 
encouragement.  Even  the  teachers  with  years'  of  experi- 
ence tell  me  that  they  have  had  very  profitable  visits. 
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J.  A.  ANDREW  SCHOOL 

We  found  it  impossible  to  secure  a  suitable  principal 
for  the  J.  A.  Andrew  school  at  the  salary  we  wished  to 
pay.  On  Wednesday  before  school  opened  Monday,  we 
secured  Mr.  Arthur  Grant  by  paying  a  larger  salary  than 
we  had  planned.  Mr.  Grant  is  a  normal  school  graduate 
with  experience  and  has  proved  to  be  just  the  man  for 
the  position.  The  school  has  improved  much  during  the 
time  he  has  had  charge  of  it.  The  principalship  of  a 
school  of  its  size  is  a  responsible  position.  I  hope  that 
it  will  be  possible  for  Mr.  Grant  to  stay  with  us  for  some 
time  to  continue  his  good  work. 

OTHER  SCHOOLS 

I  should  like  to  write  a  paragraph  about  each  of  the 
schools.  In  a  few  cases  I  could  not  report  the  progress 
which  I  desire,  but  in  every  case  I  could  truthfully  say 
that  the  teacher  has  worked  hard  to  overcome  difficulties 
and  that  any  failure  to  do  good  work  is  not  her  fault. 
We  can  not  expect  young  teachers  to  do  as  well  as  those 
with  many  years  of  experience,  nor  can  we  expect  the 
teacher  with  seven  grades  to  do  as  well  as  the  one  w^ith 
two,  three  or  four  grades. 

BETTER  SCHOOLS 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  secure  trained 
teachers  for  our  rural  schools.  It  is  also  difficult  for  any 
teacher  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  a  school  of  many  grades. 
The  best  known  remedy  is  consolidation.  Any  town  that 
will  work  out  a  good  system  of  consolidation  can  have  as 
good  schools  at  a  reasonable  cost  as  is  possible  in  the 
average  city  or  large  town. 

MUSIC 

Some  of  the  citizens  have  expressed  a  desire  to  have  a 
music  supervisor  for  the  grades  and  the  high  school.  If 
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you  will  consider  the  large  mileage  necessary  to  visit  all 
of  the  Windham  schools  each  week,  you  can  readily  under- 
stand that  the  cost  of  transportation  would  make  it  too 
expensive  with  the  present  number  of  schools. 

SCHOOL  LAWS 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  of  the  school 
laws.  The  State  school  funds  are  now  distributed  as  fol- 
lows :  One  hundred  dollars  for  each  teacher  and  for  each 
transportation  team  which  is  approved  by  the  state  super- 
intendent of  schools  and  comes  from  a  district  closed  after 
this  law  goes  into  effect,  September  1921;  three  dollars  fox 
each  person  returned  in  the  school  census  for  said  town ; 
a  varying  amount  on  the  aggregate  attendance. 

''On  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-four,  all  school  buildings  or  buildings 
used  for  school  purposes  shall  be  provided  with  toilet  facil- 
ities that  shall  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  and  location 
as  to  insure  privacy,  cleanliness  and  supervision  by  teach- 
ers and  that  shall  meet  at  least  one  of  the  following 
minimum  requirements : 

"(a)  Flush  water  closets  connected  Avith  sewer,  filter 
bed,  septic  tanks  or  protected  cesspool  with  separate  com- 
partments for  the  sexes,  accessible  only  by  separate  pass- 
ageways from  school-rooms  or  corridors. 

"(b)  Chemical  closets  of  such  types  and  manufacture 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
schools,  with  separate  compartments  for  the  sexes  access- 
ible only  by  separate  passageways  from  school-rooms  or 
corridors. 

"(c)  Privies  located  in  attached  buildings  provided 
with  separate  compartments  for  the  sexes,  accessible  only 
by  separate  ventilated  passageways  from  school-rooms  or 
corridors  and  constructed  in  such  a  manner  that  the  vault 
of  said  privy  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  from  the  nearest 
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school-room  wall  and  adjacent  to  the  outside  wall  of  said 
building  in  which  said  privy  is  located." 

''The  first  Friday  in  March  of  each  year  or  the  school 
day  in  each  year  nearest  that  date  shall  be  designated  as 
Temperance  Day,  and  in  every  school  in  the  State  of  Maine 
not  less  than  forty-five  minutes  of  the  school  session  shall 
be  set  apart  and  used  for  instruction  and  appropriate  exer- 
cises relative  to  the  history  and  benefits  of  prohibition  and 
the  prohibitory  laws;  said  schools  to  continue  their  work 
so  far  as  practicable  during  the  remainder  of  the  day." 

''All  teachers  of  public  schools  in  the  State  may  close 
their  schools  and  draw  pay  the  same  as  if  their  schools 
had  been  in  session  on  any  of  the  following  days :  Patriot 's 
Day,  April  nineteen ;  Memorial  Day,  May  thirty ;  Inde- 
pendence Day,  July  four;  Labor  Day,  first  Monday  in 
September ;  Christmas  Day,  December  twenty-five ;  Thanks- 
giving Day,  as  appointed  by  the  governor  and  council. 
When  anyone  of  the  above  named  holidays  falls  on  a  Sun- 
day^  the  following  Monday  shall  be  observed  as  a  school 
holiday,  with  all  of  the  privileges  applying  to  any  of  the 
above  named  holidays.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  each 
of  the  days  hereinafter  named  shall,  upon  vote  of  the 
superintending  school  committee  of  any  town,  be  observed 
by  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  public  schools  of  said  town 
by  an  exercise  appropriate  thereto,  such  e'xercise  to  be 
held  during  such  part  of  the  school  session  as  the  teacher 
of  each  school  may  designate.  The  exercises  so  held  shall 
aim  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  youth  the  important 
lessons  of  character  and  good  citizenship  to  be  learned 
from  the  lives  of  American  leaders  and  heroes  and  from 
a  contemplation  of  their  own  duties  and  obligations  to 
the  community,  state  and  nation  of  which  they  constitute 
a  part.  In  the  absence  of  any  vote  of  the  superintending 
school  committee  said  days,  hereinafter  designated,  shall 
be  observed  as  legal  holidays  with  the  closing  of  schools. 
The  days 'thus  designated  for  school  observance  upon  vote 
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of  the  superintending  school  committee  of  any  town  shall 
be  as  follows:  Washington's  Birthday,  February  twenty- 
two;  Columbus  Day,  October  twelve." 

SCHOOL  BUDGET 

Citizens,  at  our  last  two  school  board  meetings  we  have 
studied  the  school  accounts  and  general  conditions  very 
carefully  and  are  recommending  the  smallest  amounts 
which  we  feel  will  run  the  schools  efficiently. 

Windham  has  next  to  the  lowest  municipal  tax  rate  in 
Cumberland  County,  and  there,  are  but  fourteen  towns 
and  cities  in  the  whole  State  with  a  lower  rate.  Wind- 
ham's municipal  rate  is  but  .026  while  the  average  for 
the  State  is  .03815.  Windham's  school  rate  is  .0065  while 
the  average  for  the  whole  State  is  .0137.  Do  you  realize 
that  non-residents  pay  two-thirds  of  all  the  taxes  raised  in 
Windham?  This  fact  together  with  the  tax  rate  just 
quoted  does  not  indicate  that  you  are  paying  excessive 
taxes  to  support  your  schools. 

REPAIRS 

Unless  we  consolidate  our  schools  or  start  upon  a  reg- 
ular plan  of  consolidation  which  is  accepted  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  before  September,  1924,  it  is 
necessary  to  build  lawful  toilets  at  all  of  the  school  build- 
ings. The  J.  A.  Andrew  and  Newhall  schools  are  the 
only  ones  in  town  which  conform  to  the  above  law.  The 
average  cost  of  suitable  toilets  and  sheds  will  be  between 
$250.00  and  $300.00  per  building.  If  the  town  plans  to 
consolidate,  this  money  could  be  saved  toward  the  consoli- 
dated school  buildings;  otherwise,  new  toilets  should  be 
built  at  several  of  the  buildings  right  away. 

This  year  we  have  completed  the  work  of  installing  the 
flush  toilets  at  the  J.  A.  Andrew  school,  built  the  shed  and 
toilets  at  Newhall  school,  painted  the  Arlington  school- 
house,  painted  the  Knight  school-room,  and  made  other 
necessary  repairs. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  tlie  principal,  the  agricul- 
tural teacher,  and  the  domestic  science  teacher. 

I  think  that  we  are  having  the  best  school  that  we  have 
had  since  I  came  into  the  district.  I  wish  that  the  parents 
would  visit  the  school  more  and  learn  first  handed  what 
we  are  doing. 

Something  must  be  done  to  provide  suitable  and  law- 
ful toilets  for  the  high  school.  A  water  system  is  also 
much  needed. 

Since  we  were  unable  to  secure  a  place  for  the  grades 
at  the  Center,  the  high  school  students  have  been  deprived 
of  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  practice  basket  ball.  Under 
the  new  law  it  will  be  impossible  to  use  the  town  house 
for  a  school  after  September,  1924,  therefore,  why  not  do 
something  at  once  and  give  the  students  a  hall  near  at 
hand? 

CONCLUSION 

Co-operation  is  the  key  word  of  success.  If  more  of 
the  citizens  will  co-operate  with  the  school  officials,  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  schools  of  Windham  need  be  second 
to  any  in  the  state. 

I  thank  all  who  have  co-operated  with  us  during  the 
past  four  years  and  have  made  it  possible  to  win  what- 
ever degree  of  success  we  have  gained. 

Special  thanks  is  due  the  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  assistance  which  they  have  given.  I  do  not 
believe  that  there  is  a  rural  committee  in  the  State  that 
has  given  more  careful  consideration  or  has  spent  more 
time  working  for  the  advancement  of  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF 
PRINCIPAL   OF   HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  Mr.  Charles  E.  Varney,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  the  conditions  and  needs 
of  Windham  High  School  at  the  jn-esent  time. 

There  is  a  good  interest  in  the  school  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils.  This  is  shown  by  -the  fact  that  of  the  fifty- 
three  pupils  who  are  registered  not  one  has  dropped  out 
of  school  thus  far  this  year. 

THE  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMP]NT  LEAGUE 

We  have  organized  a  literary  society  known  as  the 
Longfellow  School  Improvement  League,  which  meets  once 
every  two  weeks.  This  is  a  branch  of  the  School  Improve- 
ment League  of  IMaine.  The  object  of  the  State  League 
is  to  secure  a  closer  co-operation  between  the  parents  and 
the  schools,  and  thereby,  to  improve  working  conditions. 
In  our  local  branch  w^e  have,  besides  the  above-mentioned 
purpose,  the  following  aims:  In  the  first  place  to  teach 
the  pupils  how  to  conduct  meetings  according  to  parlimant- 
ary  law;  secondly,  to  train  them  to  read  and  to  speak  in 
public,  and  lastly,  to  enable  them  to  understand  something 
of  the  lives  and  works  of  noted  writers,  great  statesmen, 
and  other  leading  men  and  w^omen,  and  to  gain  a  knowl- 
edge of  important  questions  of  the  day.  The  pupils  elect 
their  own  ofBcers,  who  preside  at  the  meetings.  Such 
training  is  valuable  because  it  prepares  the  students  who 
receive  it  to  become  useful  members  and  leaders  in  the 
various  community  organizations  which  they  may  join,  as 
the  churches,  the  lodges,  and  the  Grange,  and  to  partici- 
pate in  political  matters  more  intelligently.  Membership 
is  open  to  all  parents  and  friends  of  the  school  upon  pay- 
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ment  of  the  small  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  This  fact  is 
apparently  not  understood  by  the  majority  of  the  parents 
and  friends,  for  only  a  few  persons,  except  pupils  and 
teachers,  have  thus  far  joined.  However,  those  to  whom 
we  have  had  an  opportunity  to  explain  the  matter  have 
shown  a  good  interest  in  the  league,  and  Ave  hope  that 
as  the  importance  of  this  society  becomes  more  clearly 
understood  many  others  will  join  it.  Thus  far  this  year 
the  league  has  held  two  affairs  of  a  social  nature,  on  both 
occasions  presenting  moving  pictures  to  the  public.  Un- 
fortunately, the  attendance  was  small  so  that  neither  the 
social  nor  the  financial  results  were  as  beneficial  as  they 
ought  to  have  been.  However,  we  hope  to  continue  this 
branch  of  our  activities  with  greater  success  later  in  the 
school  year,  when  conditions  of  weather  and  travel  become 
more  favorable. 

IMPROVEMENTS  NEEDED 

Among  the  improvements  which  the  school  needs  is  the 
extension  of  electric  lights  to  the  recitation  rooms  on  the 
main  floor.  These  would  be  especially  helpful  during  the 
late  fall  and  early  winter,  when  the  days  are  so  short. 
This  improvement  can  be  made,  too,  without  much  ex- 
pense. 

Another  urgent  need  is  the  establishment  of  a  water 
system  in  the  school.  At  present,  all  water  for  the  use 
of  the  Domestic  Science  Department  must  be  brought  from 
outside  the  building.  Moreover,  we  need  flush  toilets  in 
the  building.  In  fact,  the  school  must  have  them  by  Sep- 
tember, 1924,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  State  law.  The 
present  arrangement  of  toilets  is  unsanitary  and,  there- 
fore, harmful. 

GYMNASIUM 

A  pressing  need  of  the  school  is  a  gymnasium.  While 
our  athletic  teams  are  meeting  with  fair  success  under  the 
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present  arrangement,  we  are  greatly  hindered  by  the  lack 
of  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  practice  near  the  school. 
The  familiar  saying,  Practice  makes  perfect,"  is  not 
more  applicable  to  any  phase  of  school  life  than  to  athlet- 
ics. Some  of  the  difficulties  which  we  are  facing  in  this 
matter  are  as  follows:  In  the  first  place,  in  order  to  get 
the  minimum  practice  required,  some  of  us  teachers  are 
excusing  the  members  of  the  basket  ball  squads  from  the 
last  recitation  pei'iod  of  the  afternoon  on  some  school  days. 
Althougli  these  pupils  make  up  their  work  thus  lost,  they 
are  inevitably  the  losers  because. a  pupil  does  not  receive 
as  much  benefit  from  a  made-up  lesson  as  from  one  taken 
at  the  regular  class  time  and  with  the  other  members  of 
the  class.  Secondly,  even  if  the  members  of  the  basket 
ball  squads  have  an  opportunity  to  ride  to  North  Gorham, 
they  lose  valuable  time  on  the  road;  but  worse  than  this, 
part  of  the  time  both  boys  and  girls  have  found  it  neces- 
sary to  walk  over  there.  The  bad  results  of  this  long  walk 
have  been  that  they  were  too  tired  to  get  the  practice 
which  they  needed,  that  they  were  late  in  getting  home, 
thus  causing  worry  on  the  part  of  their  parents  and  hin- 
dering them  in  doing  their  home  chores,  that  they  were 
too  tired  that  evening  to  do  the  much-needed  study  in  the 
preparation  of  their  lessons  for  the  next  day,  and  that  in 
some  cases  the  long  walks  together  with  the-  practice 
wearied  the  pupil  so  much  that  the  harmful  effect  con- 
tinued for  several  days  following  this  over-exertion.  In 
the  third  place,  the  members  of  the  school  teams  cannot 
obtain  the  practice  required  in  order  to  develop  first  class 
athletic  teams,  teams  which  will  be  an  honor  to  the  school 
and  to  the  town.  Again,  the  athletic  association  could 
save  the  money  which  it  now  has  to  pay  for  hall  rental 
if  we  had  a  suitable  gymnasium  near  the  school.  More- 
over, we  must  give  physical  training  in  our  school  now  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  law  of  the  state,  and  although  the 
very  elementary  work  along  that  line  which  we  are  doing 
at  pr.esent  meets  the  requirements,  these  requirements  will 
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eventually  become  more  strict  so  that  a  gymnasium  will 
be  essential. 

CO-OPERATION  NEEDED 

One  evil  in  the  school  which  can  best  be  remedied  by 
co-operation  of  the  parents  is  tardiness.  There  is  too 
much  of  it  for  the  good  of  the  school.  If  the  parents  will 
use  their  influence  to  help  their  boys  and  girls  to  reach 
school  on  time,  this  evil  can  be  largely  remedied. 

An  additional  need  of  the  school  is  more  faithful  home 
study  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  pupils.  The  value  of 
home  study  by  high  school  students  cannot  be  too  strongly 
emphasized.  No  pupil  in  high  school  can  do  either  the 
quality  or  the  quantity  of  work  of  which  he  is  capable,  if 
he  studies  merely  during  school  hours.  Here,  again,  the 
parents  have  a  splendid  opportunity  to  help  their  boys 
and  girls  and,  thus,  the  entire  school,  by  encouraging  home 
study  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

The  co-operation  of  parents  and  friends  in  the  school 
is  very  important,  but  unfortunately  a  matter  not  realized 
by  them  as  it  should  be.  It  is  encouraging  to  teachers  to 
have  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  pupils  visit  the  school 
and  talk  with  them  about  their  boys  and  girls;  yet  only 
two  parents  and  one  grandparent  have  visited  our  school 
this  year.  The  week  of  December  fourth  to  ninth  was 
National  School  Week,  and  on  Monday  of  that  week  the 
principal  extended  through  the  pupils  a  special  invitation 
to  the  parents  to  visit  the  school  sometime  during  that 
week.  Not  a  single  one  visited  the  school.  Moreover, 
only  a  few  of  the  parents  and  friends  are  attending  our 
social  affairs.  To  be  sure,  it  is  not  easy  for  many  of  them 
to  come  during  the  winter  because  the  school  building  is 
at  some  distance  from  their  homes;  but  the  helpfulness 
given  by  their  presence  is  very  beneficial  to  the  school 
and,  in  fact,  essential  to  its  highest  welfare. 
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NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Among  the  helpful  additions  to  our  school  equipment 
this  year  are  a  splendid  set  of  history  maps  and  an  excel- 
lent ten-volume  set  of  reference  books  entitled,  The  World 
Book.

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VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE 

To  Charles  E.  Yarney,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  course  in  vocational  Agriculture  was  modified  this 
year  with  the  aim  in  view  of  stressing  a  few  definite  sub- 
jects rather  than  to  take  up  a  larger  number  and  not 
finish  them  thoroughly.  With  this  in  view,  and  also  the 
fact  that  there  was  only  time  enough  available  for  one 
class  in  Agriculture,  no  Freshmen  were  allowed  to  sign  for 
the  course  this  year,  and  those  in  the  upper  three  classes 
were  joined  together  into  one.  The  members  of  the  pres- 
ent Freshman  class  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  take 
the  course  next  year  if  they  desire  to  do  so. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  Agricultural  course  this 
year  is  eight  boys.    The  course  of  study  includes  work  in 
Dairying,  Orcharding,  Potatoes  and  Corn. 
•  According  to  the  State  Plan  this  year  a  home  project 

in  every  subject  for  which  more  than  twenty  dduble 
periods  of  class  room  work  is  devoted,  should  be  main- 
tained. This  project  work  is  very  essential  as  it  links 
together  the  class  room  work  and  enables  the  boy  to  put 
to  a  test  the  ideas  he  has  learned. 

Project  work  is  now  being  carried  on  by  seven  boys  in 
Dairying  which  includes  keeping  account  of  feed,  weigh- 
ing milk,  testing  milk,  etc.,  and  plans  are  made  for  pro- 
ject work  in  the  other  subjects. 

Plans  are  also  being  made  to  have  a  Boys'  Agricultural 
Club  next  summer  in  connection  with  the  State  Extension 
Department.  This  will  help  the  Agricultural  Instructor 
to  get  in  more  direct  touch  with  the  younger  boys  intend- 
ing to  enter  high  school  soon. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Agricultural  Instructor  next 
year  be  put  on  a  half  term  basis,  that  is  to  devote  one-half 
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of  his  time  during  the  regular  school  year  to  the  teaching 
of  Agriculture  rather  than  one-quarter  as  is  now  the  case, 
because  the  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  in  the  course  next 
year  will  be  required  to  take  work  that  the  Juniors  and 
Seniors  have  already  had. 

There  is  need  of  a  work  shop  for  the  boys  to  learn 
the  use  of  carpenters'  tools  in  making  self  feeders,  crates, 
troughs,  etc.,  which  are  used  on  the  ordinary  farm,  and 
one  could  be  cheaply  made  from  two  or  three  of  the  unused 
horse  stalls  at  the  high  school.

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HOME   ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

To  Charles  E.  Yarney,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Twelve  girls  are  taking  Home  Economics  this  year. 
We  are  endeavoring  to  m.ake  the  courses  in  this  depart- 
ment so  practical  and  interesting  that  they  may  be  carried 
on  in  the  home.  Such  subjects  as  dressmaking,  patching, 
and  darning  are  studied;  also,  food  products,  cooking, 
planning  of  meals,  and  care  and  furnishing  of  the  home. 

During  the  cold  months  we  are  making  cocoa  for  those 
students  who  have  to  eat  cold  dinners.  A  charge  of  three 
cents  per  cup  is  made,  which  allows  us  a  profit  of  one 
cent.  With  this  money  which  we  obtain  we  shall  purchase 
needed  equipment  for  our  room. 

The  Junior  cooking  class  have  successfully  prepared 
and  served  a  dinner  to  the  school  board  and  faculty  dur- 
ing the  winter  term.  In  the  spring  term  this  same  class 
hopes  to  serve  a  luncheon  to  the  teachers. 

An  added  improvement  to  our  equipment  this  year  is 
a  slate  top  for  our  cooking  table,  the  money  for  which 
was  earned  by  the  girls  two  years  ago.  One  thing  still 
of  which  we  greatly  feel  the  need  is  running  water  in  our 
sink ;  as  it  is,  all  of  the  water  has  to  be  carried  from  a  well 
three  hundred  twenty-five  feet  distant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  school  committee 
asked  for  $8,500.  for  the  common  schools,  an  amount 
which  seemed  only  sufficient  to  carry  the  schools  through 
the  year  and  take  care  of  an  overdraft  of  the  preceding 
year.  But  by  making  some  changes  that  did  not  impair 
the  efficiency  of  our  schools  we  have  been  able  to  cut  down 
our  expenditures  and  close  the  school  year  with  a  good 
substantial  balance  in  favor  of  the  town. 

The  school  house  at  Windha/m  Hill  burned  last  Feb- 
ruary leaving  that  school  without  a  home.  Your  com- 
mittee leased  a  small  building  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
to  take  care  of  the  piupils  temporarily.  At  a  special  town 
meeting  holden  in  August  the  town  voted  to  build  a  new 
school-house  on  the  old  site  at  a  cost  of  $3,300.  The 
contract  was  immediately  awarded  to  Mr.  True  B.  Coffin 
of  Westbrook  and  the  job  was  completed  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner  and  the  school  moved  to  its  new  home 
November  6th.  Your  committee  repainted  the  entire  in- 
terior of  the  school  house  at  North  Windham  faced  three 
walls  with  black-boards,  shingled  one  side  of  the  roof  and 
installed  a  new  chemical  toilet  (as  voted  by  the  town) 
which  seems  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

In  compliance  with  the  State  law  requirements  in 
respect  to  toilets  your  committee  recommended  that  you 
raise  the  sum  of  $1,000  which  will  only  take  care  of  three 
or  possibly  four  schools  at  most,  thus  leaving  three  com- 
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mon  schools  and  possibly  the  High  School  to  be  taken 
care  of  next  year  before  September  1924. 

Our  schools  are  steadily  increasing  in  numbers  at 
Newhall  and  South  Windham  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
time  when  we  shall  be  obliged  to  provide  additions  or  a 
new  building  at  the  John  A.  Andrew  school. 

Upon  a  petition  of  several  citizens  from  the  Anderson 
neighborhood,  whose  pupils  have  been  transported  to  the 
John  A.  Andrew  school  the  past  year,  your  school  com- 
mittee gave  them  a  hearing  and  decided  to  re-open  the 
Anderson  school  the  first  of  January  this  year. 

The  teaching  force  at  the  High  School  remains  the 
same  as  last  year  except  Miss  Baker  who  resigned  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  and  Miss'Thurlow  was  elected  to 
fill  her  place.  We  find  the  work  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  this  school  very  satisfactory  to  your  school  board. 

We  feel  you  should  take  some  action  this  year  in 
regard  to  a  water  or  toilet  system  or  both  for  the  High 
School,  and  have  caused  the  necessary  articles  to  be  in- 
corporated in  your  town  warrant.

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SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
the  Town  of  Windham : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report : 

At  the  outset,  let  me  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
cordial  welcome  and  helpful  cooperation  w^hich  has  been 
so  apparent  during  the  few  months  that  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  be  connected  with  your  schools. 

It  is  by  means  of  such  friendly  cooperation  and  sugges- 
tive criticism  that  any  worthwhile  progress  may  be  made. 
It  will  be  the  object  of  my  earnest  endeavor  that  I  may 
merit  that  degree  of  confidence  which  you  are  pleased  to 
bestow. 

On  every  side,  the  results  of  Mr,  Varney's  efforts  are 
apparent,  and  your  appreciation  of  him  and  his  work  was 
plainly  reflected  in  his  reluctance  to  give  up  his  work  here, 
even  for  a  larger  field.  The  condition  of  your  schools, 
the  earnestness  of  your  teachers  and  the  quality  of  the 
work  done  by  them,  and  the  advancement  of  the  children, 
all  speak  eloquently  of  the  accomplishments  of  former 
years. 

The  deep  snow,  bad  weather  and  prevalence  of  sickness 
have  in  many  cases  seriously  interfered  with  the  regular 
progress  of  schools.  Yet,  for  the  most  part,  in  spite  of 
these  facts,  I  can  report  very  satisfactory  progress. 

Doubtless,  all  are  familiar  with  the  improvements 
made  at  the  Arlington  School  Building.  The  condition  of 
this  building  and  neatness  of  interior  decorations  make 
this  one  of  the  most  attractive  buildings  in  which  to  work. 
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A  very  short  time  will  be  required  to  prove  the  value  of 
the  new  toilet  system  there  installed. 

A  school  house  like  the  new  one  at  Windham  Hill 
^P'eaks  well  for  this  town.  This  building  is  modern  and 
up-to-date  in  every  way.  It  is  well  built  and  constructed 
along  the  latest  and  most  approved  lines  for  a  building 
of  its  kind.  It  is  equipped  with  slate  black-boards,  and 
has  hard-wood  floors.  It  has  two  light  and  attractive 
cloak  rooms  opening  from  the  main  corridor  and  from 
the  school  room  proper.  The  large  windows  along  the 
entire  length  of  one  side  allow  good  lighting,  at  the  same 
time  avoiding  the  evils  of  the  dangerous  cross  light  effect 
coming  from  windows  on  opposite  sides.  It  is  a  little 
building  of  which  to  be  proud.  In  money,  it  represents 
an  investment  of  less  than  $3,500  and  will  yield  dividends 
m  terms  of  life  and  education  at  a  rate  not  told  in  figures, 
and  extending  over  many  years. 

In  taking  this  brief  survey  of  the  improvement  of  the 
past  year,  we  have  brought  to  our  attention  soine  impor- 
tant needs  of  the  immediate  future. 

It  is  at  once  apparent  to  any  one  familiar  with  con- 
ditions at  the  J.  A.  Andrew  School  that  the  present  build- 
ing is  already  filled  to  more  than  its  capacity.  Bad  hous- 
ing conditions  here  not  only  make  it  imip'ossible  for  teach- 
ers and  pupils  to  do  the  best  work  at  present,  but  the 
growth  of  a  busy  section  like  this  seems  to  prom.ise  even 
more  conjestion  in  the  future.  Let  me  urge  that  you  give 
this  matter  careful  consideration.  A  m.odern,  well  lighted, 
well  ventilated,  and  properly  heated  building  is  a  matter 
that  cannot  be  safely  postponed  much  longer. 

In  your  last  Town  Report,  your  attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  this  year  and  next  only  remain  in  which 
to  make  alterations  and  repairs  on  the  toilets  of  those 
schools  which  have  not  thus  far  had  attention.  In  this 
connection,  it  would  seem  advisable  to  repair,  at  least, 
three  of  the  buildings  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  Newhall  School  is  in  need  of  further  repairs  among 
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which  are  new  doors,  a  new  floor,  paint  on  the  outside, 
redecorating  inside,  new  storm  windows,  and  desks  suited 
to  the  children's  need.  It  would  seem  well  to  take  care 
of  this  school  by  a  special  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

The  High  School  Building  should  be  (painted  outside, 
wainscoting  around  the  school  rooms  is  greatly  needed. 
The  Laboratory  needs  sheating,  this  for  safety  as  well  as 
comfort  in  mind.  Moreover,  a  building  of  this  sort  should 
not  be  without  water  for  fire  protection  as  well  as  for 
Laboratory  and  school  use.  This  would  help  materially 
in  solving  the  problem  of  repairs  on  toilets  previously 
mentioned 

Windham  High  School  with  its  three  courses  of  study 
is  an  Institution  of  which  you  may  well  be  proud.  It 
ranks  well  among  the  High  Schools  of  the  State  of  IMaine. 
The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from  Dr.  Thomas  to  your 
former  superintendent  will  show  what  other  people  thiuk 
of  it: 

^'I  am  Yery  pleased  to  be  able  to  commend  the  record 
of  students  from  the  Windham  High  School.  It  is  partic- 
ularly gratifying  to  find  that  the  smaller  schools  are  able 
to  send  pupils  whose  scholarstic  standing  in  college  is  in- 
dicated by  a  high  percentage  of  honor  grades." 

You  are  to  be  congratulated  on  being  able  to  secure 
the  services  of  Miss  Thurlow  as  a  new  member  of  the  High 
School  Faculty.  I  cannot  recommend  her  too  highly. 
The  remainder  of  the  Faculty  is  so  well  known  no  com- 
m.ent  is  needed  from  me  to  tell  you  of  their  worth. 

In  tlie  matter  of  teachers,  AA^indham  is  especially  for- 
tunate. Those  who  have  served  for  several  years  have 
already  proven  themselves,  and  above  all  else  I  ask  that 
they  be  given  that  reward  which  to  a  real  teacher  means 
more  even  than  money — words  of  encouragement  and 
appreciation.  These  cost  little  to  give  and  are  priceless 
treasures  to  receive. 

Those  teachers  who  are  young  in  the  work  are  by  vir- 
tue of  their  increasing  experience  becoming  capable  of 
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greater  service.  We  all  appreciate  them,  their  energy 
and  their  ambition. 

We  often  look  enviously  at  the  City  Schools  with  their 
fine  buildings,  nicely  graded  classes,  efficient  and  well 
paid  teachers,  offering  courses  in  Music,  Drawing,  Physi- 
cal Training,  etc.,  not  found  in  some  of  our  Rural  schools. 
Many  of  these  advantages  are  within  our  reach.  We  have 
others  not  found  in  any  city — the  out-of-doors,  the  work 
and  play  on  the  farm,  the  milk,  cream,  butter,  eggs,  and 
vegetables  so  plentiful  here. 

First  hand  knowledge  gained  by  actual  accomplish- 
ment of  daily  tasks  is  not  to  be  equaled  in  any  workshop 
other  than  that  provided  by  nature. 

The  larger  classes  where  healthy  competition  prevails, 
instruction  by  the  best  of  teachers  in  better  graded 
schools,  better  buildings,  and  all  the  rest  can  be  supplied. 
This,  of  course,  means  transportation  in  some  cases.  There 
are  many,  however,  who  will  bear  witness  that  a  central- 
ized school  within  riding  distance  is  of  more  worth  to 
those  who  ride  farthest  than  too  small  a  school  at  their 
very  door.  I  submit  this  to  you  for  your  thoughtful 
consideration  and  honest  judgment. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
conscientious  care  and  constructive  energy  expended  by 
the  School  Board  during  the  past  months  of  our  work  to- 
gether. A  more  faithful  and  painstaking  Board  is  not 
to  be  found  anywhere.  To  them  is  due  much  credit  for 
the  steady  progress  of  your  schools.

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REPORT  OF 
PRINCIPAL   OF   HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  Mr.  Charles  H.  Pratt,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  the  conditions  and  needs 
of  Windham  High  School  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  gratifying:  to  be  able  to  state  that  we  have  a  larger 
enrollment  than  during  the  preceding  school  year.  Sixty- 
four  pupils  have  been  registered  in  the  school  this  year  as 
compared  with  fifty-three  last  year.  Unfortunately  a 
few  have  left  school  for  various  reasons,  and  there  are  at 
present  fifty-eight  in  attendance. 

THE  STUDENTS'  ASSOCIATION 

This  year  we  have  combined  the  Athletic  Association 
and  the  School  Improvement  League  into  a  Students'  As- 
sociation. This  association  will  also  issue  the  Windonian, 
We  have  made  this  change  because  it  seems  wiser  to  have 
all  the  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  school  under  the 
direction  of  a  single  organization  than  to  have  a  separate 
club  for  each  of  those  school  interests.  FoUov/ing  the 
plan  of  the  Improvement  League  of  the  ipreceding  year 
we  endeavor  to  have  an  average  of  one  literary  program 
per  week.  Such  a  society  is  very  helpful  to  young  people, 
because  it  teaches  them  how  to  conduct  meetings  accord- 
ing to  parliamentary  law,  trains  them  to  read  and  speak 
in  public,  and  enables  them  to  understand  something  of 
the  lives  and  works  of  noted  writers,  great  statemen,  and 
other  leading  men  and  women,  and  to  gain  a  knowledge  of 
important  questions  of  the  day.    All  citizens  who  attended

the  public  meeting  of  the  literary  society  on  the  evening 
of  December  8  will  surely  realize  the  benefits  to  be  ob- 
tained by  the  pupils  who  participate  in  this  branch  of 
school  activities  and  will  use  their  influence  to  encourage 
it  in  every  possible  way. 

HONOR  ROLL 

x\t  the  end  of  each  six-week  period,  when  the  ranks  are 
made  out,  the  faculty  are  issuing  an  honor  roll.  On  this 
roll  are  placed  the  names  of  all  pupils  having  an  average 
rank  of  eighty-seven  or  higher.  In  order  to  obtain  high 
honors  a  pupil  must  have  an  average  rank  of  ninety-three 
to  one  hundred,  while  an  average  of  eighty-seven  to  nine- 
ty-two is  necessary  for  the  winning  of  honors.  We  hope 
that  this  plan  will  stimulate  more  interest  in  scholarship 
on  the  part  of  both  parents  and  pupils. 

PRIZES 

The  Windham  High  School  Alumni  Association  has 
voted  to  give  to  that  member  of  the  Senior  Class  making 
the  most  improvement  in  scholarship  and  showing  the 
greatest  loyalty  to  school  activities  a  prize  of  ten  dollars. 
This  is  to  be  awarded  by  the  High  School  faculty  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year. 

In  accordance  w4th  the  Avill  of  the  late  Mrs.  Abba  L.  G. 
Woolson  of  Windham  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
has  been  deposited  in  the  Maine  Savings  Bank  at  Portland, 
the  interest  on  which  is  to  be  presented  annually  to  that 
member  of  the  Junior  Class  of  Windham  High  School  who 
shall  have  been  considered  to  have  written  the  best  essay 
offered  that  year  by  members  of  the  Junior  Class  upon 
either  of  the  following  subjects : 

The  character  of  King  Alfred  of  England. 
Governor  John  A,  Andrew  of  Massachusetts. 
What  is  it  to  be  an  Honest  Man? 
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The  present  Junior  Class  are  writing  utp'on  the  subject, 
"Governor  John  A.  Andrew  of  Massachusetts,"  and  the 
prize,  known  as  the  "Governor  Andrew  Prize,"  will  be 
awarded  toward  the  close  of  the  school  year, 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  the  platform  in  the  school  hall  is  being  en- 
larged so  that  we  can  give  the  school  plays  there. 

Due  to  the  efforts  of  the  school  and  the  helpful  co-oper- 
ation of  the  community  we  have  added  to  our  school  equip- 
ment within  the  past  year  a  victrola,  which  we  use  at 
school  entertainments,  socials,  meetings  of  the  literary 
society,  and  morning  exercises,  also  a  cabinet  for  the 
silver  cup  which  Reginald  Bacon,  our  representative  at 
the  Cumberland  County  Y.  M.  P.  A.  Speaking  Contest  last 
April,  won  for  the  school. 

Roger  Bacon,  a  member  of  the  student  body,  has  pre- 
sented the  school  with  a  plaque  of  the  head  of  Christ  that 
he  himself  made. 

From  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  the  town  for 
the  school  library  we  have  added  many  useful  and  inter- 
esting books  during  the  past  year.  Among  these  are  sev- 
eral copies  of  selections  suitable  for  public  speaking  con- 
tests; several  copies  of  Starkey's  "Maine:  Its  History, 
Resources,  and  Government";  biographies  of  Washington, 
Lincoln,  and  Roosevelt;  and  various  other  books,  includ- 
ing works  of  history,  biography,  science  and  fiction.  The 
State  has  presented  to  the  school  two  copies  of  Dunnack's 
"The  Maine  Book",  a  copy  of  which  should  be  in  every 
Maine  school  and  every  Maine  home. 

IMPROVEMENTS  NEEDED 

There  are  several  improvements  which  would  contri- 
bute to  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  toward  a  better 
appearance  of  the  building.    The  building  needs  to  be 
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painted  on  the  outside,  and  the  inside  must  have  new 
wainscoting.  These  improvements  will  not  only  add  much 
to  the  apipiearance  of  the  building,  but  will  also  pay  event- 
ually in  dollars  and  cents  by  helping  to  keep  it  in  proper 
condition. 

AVithout  electric  lights  in  the  recitation  rooms  on  the 
main  floor  the  pupils  are  subjected  to  the  use  of  their  eyes 
under  improper  conditions  on  dark  days.  This  evil  can  be 
remedied  without  large  expense. 

Running  water  in  the  school  building  is  urgently  need- 
ed. At  present  all  water,  both  for  drinking  purposes  and 
for  use  in  the  Home  Economics  Department,  must  be 
brought  from  outside  the  building.  This  results  in  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  inconvenience. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  school  at  the  present 
time  is  a  proper  system  of  toilets.  The  present  arrange- 
ment is  decidedly  unsanitary.  According  to  the  State  law 
the  school  must  be  equipped  with  a  sanitary  toilet  system 
by  September,  1924.  What  better  time  to  provide  such  a 
system  than  during  the  next  municipal  year? 

CO-OPEEATION  NEEDED 

Very  essential  to  the  highest  welfare  of  a  school  but 
apparently  little  realized  by  many  people  is  the  existence 
of  a  close  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

Parents  are  anxious  for  their  boys  and  girls  to  obtain 
the  greatest  possible  benefit  from  the  High  School  course. 
Teachers  also  are  interested  in  the  progress  of  their  pupils. 
Yet  too  often  there  is  not  the  close  co-operation  between 
home  and  school  which  is  necessary  for  the  greatest  good 
of  the  pupils.  To  a  considerable  degree  this  is  true  with 
regard  to  our  own  school. 

We  teachers  invite  the  parents  of  Windham  High 
School  pupils  to  visit  our  school  and  thus  endeavor  to 
learn  just  Avhat  the  school  is  trying  to  accomplish  for  their 
young  people.    We  are  glad  to  talk  with  the  parents  about 
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the  studies  and  other  school  interests  of  their  boys  and 
girls,  for  by  so  doing  we  can  understand  better  how  to 
help  them.  Thus  far  during  the  present  school  year  none 
of  the  parents  have  visited  school  at  the  time  of  the  reg- 
ular sessions.  We  hope  that  many  of  the  parents  will 
avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Another  way  in  which  parents  can  help  the  school  is 
by  encouraging  home  study  on  the  part  of  their  boys  and 
girls  and  by  providing  a  quiet  place  in  the  home  for  such 
a  purpose.  No  high  school  pupil  can  do  his  best  work 
if  he  neglects  to  do  a  fair  amount  of  home  study  regularly, 
and  surely  every  pupil  should  be  encouraged  to  do  his  best. 

A  third  respect  in  which  parents  can  help  the  school  is 
by  influencing  their  boys  and  girls  to  reach  school  on  time. 
Promptness  is  one  of  the  roads  to  success  in  life,  as  tardi- 
ness is  a  habit  which  leads  -to  failure. 

If  a  strong  and  friendly  co-operation  exists  between  the 
homes  of  the  pupils  and  the  school,  the  result  will  certain- 
ly be  seen  in  a  school  of  which  all  citizens  of  the  town  may 
be  proud.

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VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE 


To  Charles  H.  Pratt,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Two  classes  in  Agriculture  were  maintained  this  last 
year,  one  composed  of  eight  boys,  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores, the  other  one  of  seven  boys.  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
The  course  of  study  for  the  first  class  included  work  in 
gardening,  corn,  potatoes  and  small  fruits;  that  of  the 
advanced  class  was  Farm  Engineering,  composed  of  work 
on  engines,  farm  machinery  and  surveying,  also  farm 
management  and  Forestry. 

A  work  shop  was  completed  last  fall,  being  made  from 
three  of  the  horse  stalls  at  the  High  Schools  by  boys  en- 
rolled in  the  course,  and  instruction  will  be  given  along 
various  lines,  including  harness  work,  soldering,  cement, 
iron  and  wood  work.  This  should  prove  of  real  benefit  to 
the  boys  as  practical  work  will  be  given  along  the  above 
lines. 

Project  work  last  year  w^as  made  up  of  corn  and  pota- 
toes; both  were  fairly  successful  considering  growing 
conditions.  The  boys  used  certified  Green  Mountain  seed 
for  their  potato  (projects. 

Project  work  this  year  will  include  sizable  ones  in 
corn,  potatoes,  garden  and  swine -for  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  boys ;  several  are  planning  for  an  acre  of 
either  potatoes  or  corn. 

These  will  involve  considerable  time  and  effort  but 
should  prove  a  great  deal  more  valuable  to  the  boy  than 
the  smaller  sized  projects  in  the  past. 

Projects  in  Farm  Management  are  now  being  carried 
on  by  five  boys  in  the  advanced  class. 
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The  enrollment  in  the  Agricultural  Course  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  this  promises  to  be  a  practical  and  necess- 
ary part  of  the  curriculum  of  any  rural  High  School.

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HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 


To  Charles  H.  Pratt,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

There  are  twenty-one  girls  enrolled  in  Home  Economics 
this  year,  which  shows  an  increase  of  nine  over  last  year. 
Each  girl  is  encouraged  to  practice  at  home  what  she 
learns  in  school,  and  for  this  reason  we  try  to  make  the 
courses  both  practical  and  interesting.  Such  subjects  as 
food  products,  planning  and  cooking  of  meals,  invalid 
cookery,  house  furnishing,  and  home  management  are 
studied ;  also  laundering,  dress-making,  patching,  darning 
and  fancy  work. 

Last  fall  the  Junior  and  Senior  cookery  classes  ar- 
ranged the  tables  and  served  the  food  for  the  Father  and 
Son  banquet.  In  January  these  same  classes  served  a 
dinner  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board  and  the  High 
School  faculty,  the  girls  preparing  all  the  food  for  this 
themselves. 

We  are  continuing  to  serve  one  hot  dish — either  cocoa 
or  soup — -at  noon  for  the  students  who  bring  their 
dinners.  A  price  of  three  cents  and  five  cents  respectfully 
are  charged,  which  allows  a  small  profit.  This  money 
will  be  used,  the  same  as  last  year,  to  purchase  needed 
equipment  for  our  department. 

As  to  improving  our  room  I  make  a  suggestion  that  the 
girls  most  certainly  would  appreciate  suitable  rugs  to 
cover  the  cement  floor,  for  during  the  cold  months  it  is 
impossible  to  keep  the  floor  warm  enough  for  the  girls  to 
do  their  work  comfortably.
